P a ris, March 31.—Paris during Monday 
passed through the most exciting day wit- 
nes ed for years. 
The defeat of Negrier 
raised a storm of indignation against the 
government, and the Communist element 
went so far as to suggest that Ferry be 
brought to the guillotine. 
The miuisters 
were in ses-ioti nearly all Sunday night, and 
it was determined to ask the chambers for a 
credit of $4),000,000. 
In the cuambars, when the motion to raise 
a committee to consider this proposition 
was made, there were most violent a nl ex­ 
citing seen as, only t be presence of the mili­ 
tary preventing the body from becoming a 
rioting mob. 
Ferry’s motion was defeated, 
8 J8 to 101, and the mini try resigned im ­ 
mediately, and President Grevy accepted 
the resignations.

The carpenters shift all sceno s, and set 
them acco rding to the plans o f the scenic 
Lrtist. 
In elabo rate scenes, where gro unc. 
clo ths— painted flo o r clo ths—are used, the 
artist generally m arks w ith lines the exact 
places and angles a t which the vario us 
pieces o f the scene are to stau I 
In inter­ 
io rs, where ceilings are used, the deco r a tire 
liftei o f the bo rders are tho guides fo r the 
walls o f flats. 
The m aster-carpanter, who 
has co nstructed the fram ew o rk o f the scenes, 
is, o f co urse, fam iliar w ith the general de­ 
sign, but in tho exact adjustm ent he is under 
the o rders o f the scene painter. 
As I befo re 
said, the carpenter and his assistant) wo rk 
all traps, bo rders, dro p-, and the curtain . 
In New Y o rk theatres there are fro m eight 
to sixteen carpe nters and assistants, who are 
kno wn as grips. 
The grips w o rk o nly dur­ 
ing the perfo rm ances, and receive 81 fo r 
each representatio n. 
The m aster carpenter 
has o ne o r m o re regular assistants, who 
wo rk in the daytim e building scenes, and 
who are paid a regular weekly salary. 
To the pro perty -man’s departm ent belo ng 
all furniture, c a rp rs, curtains, o rnam ents, 
and all the sm all articles used by acto rs, and 
kno wn in theatrical parlance as hand o r 
side pro ps. 
Amo ng these are letters, bo o ks, 
gum , pisto ls, knives, purses, po cket-bo o ks, 
mo ney, lamps, candies, cradle), and do ll 
babies. 
Live pro ps, such as do gs, cats, billy 
go ats, do nkeys and ho rses, are also under 
his charge, and are much dislike 1, as caus­ 
ing a vase am o unt o f tro uble. 
The side 
pro ps are taken fro m the pro perty-m an 
every night by the call-bo y, who se duty is 
to deliver ♦hem to (ho acto rs and retura 
them after they have been used to the pro p­ 
erty-ro o m. 
A go o il pro perty m an is hard to 
find, fo r he m ust bo so mething o f a carpen­ 
ter, an artist, a mo deler, and a mechanician. 
Paper-m ache has co me o f late years to be 
largely used in the m anufacture o f pro per­ 
ties, and nearly all the m agnificent vases, 
the handso me plaques, the graceful statues, 
and the superb go ld and silver plate seen to ­ 
day o n the stage are made o f th a t m ateriaL 
Bo rne o f the im itatio ns china are so per­ 
fectly do ne and so adm irably painted th at 
it is no t unusual to see au acto r tap them to 
find o ut if they are reaL 
In m aking statues 
a cast is taken fro m the clay, a n l the pulp 
is then firmly pressed into the mo lds. 
Life- 
size statues which seems to bo o f bro nze o r 
m arble do no t weigh mo re than five o r six 
po unds, lo o k just as well as the genuine, and 
a re easily and quickly handled.

that establishment and o thers will no t be 
suspended. It is as necessary in such ho uses 
as a pro per system o f bo o kkeeping. They 
alb have to keep detectives under regular 
pay, and no t o nly that, but the co nfidential 
emplo yes have to do amateur detective wo rk 
all the time. There is no t o ne o f tho se busy 
places to which the pro fessio nal thieves, 
kno wn as sho p lifters, do no t reso rt almo st 
every day. Tho se who are kno wn as thieves 
are easily watched, but a go o d many are no t 
kno wn, and these manage to do a go o d deal 
o f stealing, no twithstanding the espio nage. 
Besides many wo men who go sho pping 
have ways o f acting which excite suspicio n 
the mo ment they are’ o bserved. They pick 
up o ne thing o r ano ther in a furtive way, 
rummage abo ut here and there, “scro o ge” 
into and o ut o f a cro wd just as thieves do 
and act generally in a way to invite atten­ 
tio n fro m detectives o r watchful salesmen.
